Don't xeverx ship an AN/ARC-2 with the dynamotor in place, lest the four 
rubber shock absorbers shear and the dynamotor proceed to trash the 
innards of your set! Remove it, and pack it separately for shipment. By 
the way, I'm told that the DM-53 guts are essentially what's on that 
modified DM-32 base, and called an AN/ARC-2 dynamotor. (Make that 
"highly modified DM-32 base"!) If you have to repair the shocks, I'm 
told that common rubber cement will do the trick. One day I'll work up 
enough guts to try it, probably about the time I'm ready to put mine on 
the air. Fortunately, there's a whole raft of stuff in line ahead of it. 


The AN/ARC-2 connector also fits the AN/ARR-15 Collins autotune 
receiver. As for the 200 mA meter, I plan to shove a TCS transmitter 
plate meter in mine. (Wonder who stole all those ARC-2 meters? Maybe 
they ended up with all the odd socks.) The spin knobs also seem to be a 
high casualty rate item, judging from the condition of mine.

The Marconi "Atlantic" is a featured-down version of the 
Marconi "Pacific" receiver. The "Pacific" featured several selectivity 
bandwidths as well as coverage from around 100 khz thru 30 Mhz. 
They are "drifty" by themselves, but have what was coined a "huff and puff" 
frequency stabilizer circuit (AFC) built into them that holds them on the 
selected frequency for a long time once "locked" They have a 7 segment 
LED "readout". About 3-1/2" high, a rack panel wide and about 1.5' 
deep. The "Atlantic" was engineered for installations on ships using 
mainly SSB radiotelephone. Both sets are actually made by 
Eddystone Ltd. I even went to school on this set in 1978 in Chelmsford, 
Essex-England....home of Marconi International Marine Co., Ltd. 
In fact, the whole town was divisions of GEC who owns Marconi Marine, 
Marconi radar, Marconi microwave and English Electric Valves 
who had plants there!

If you have a five-digit type number (the largest print on the id plate), 
you can find it in the five-part list above, and learn the Navy Model it 
went with. Then check the three-part list above to find out 
characteristics of that model. Or, you can cheat and simply look between 
the parallel lines below the five-digit type number and see the tiny 
print that says something like "A UNIT OF NAVY MODEL xyz". Cheating 
works well with id plates, but not with parts that are simply stamped 
with the five-digit type number. As you may have guessed, systems had 
"model letters" like TCS or ARB, while components of those systems had 
"type numbers" like COL-46159 or CRV-46159. Yes, the list of 
manufacturers represented by those screwy letters (COL, CRV, etc.) is 
also available from the archives as the file <manuf.list.ww2>. Add 
another "get" line to your message if you need that file. While you're 
at it, grab <ww2.nomenclature> if you don't have the June and July 95 
issues of ELECTRIC RADIO, where my two-part article described the three 
main nomenclature systems (including the Navy model letter/type number 
system). 


The lists in those files are not complete, but can certainly answer 90% 
of the questions I've seen here so far. All you have to do is get ‘em 
and read ‘em.
